BIBLE BOARD 

Br©tlir©ii * * 

It is with d©vout gratitud© to God that w© r©port th© marv©lous 
publication and distribution of th© Holy Scriptur©s by the Am©n- 
can Bible Society within th© last twelve months. Th© Bible con- 
tinues to be th© oldest and th© newest Book. In the agonies of 
War and in the present great problems of neace, it has for us as 
the only book its essential messages of comfort and guidance. Its 
truths attested to by the blood of Christ and vitalized by the Holy 
Ghost re-creates the individual and the nation. Our race would 
perish without the Bible, but God speaks to us through its pages 
and there is light and life. God’s Word is the essential associate 
of preacher and missionary and to all life-builders in Church and 

State 

We are pleased that the “people called Methodists” in the 
United States largely contributed to the support of the Anaerican 
Bible Society, though in the next few years of world rebuilding the 
gifts for this benevolent cause should be thribbled. During the 
war and for war needs the American Bible Society distributed 4,- 
500 000 volumes of Holy Scriptures; and more than 1,000,000 Tes- 
taments bound in khaki were given to American sailors and sol- 
diers. The Holy Bible did much in keeping up the morale of our 
sailors and soldiers and in our winning the war. Ninety-nine per 
cent of our boys that fell in battle were found with a New Testa- 
ment grasped in their hands or placed in their pockets over the 
heart; and the testimony of comfort to the little Book in khaki by 
our wounded and dying boys touched the heart of all who love God. 
The total distribution of Scriptures the past year by the American 
Bible Society was a little more than 6,000,000 copies; and the total 
annual circulation through all agencies is more than 32,000,000 
copies. 

The Southwestern agency, including our State and Conterence, 
and employing eight colporteurs, for work among foreign people, 
report a circulation this year of 83,973 volumes of Scriptures. We 
commend the work of Rev. J. J. Morgan, who manages this agency. 
Our own agent. Rev. D. H. Colquette, has wrought well in Bible 
distribution among us and we highly recommend his work. A dis- 
^astrous fire has recently destroyed our Bible depository in Little 
Rock the loss being more than $3,000 worth of Bibles and equip- 
ment! The American Bible Society, headquarters in New York, 
on account of depleted treasury on account of war work asks if 
our two Conferences in Arkansas can raise funds to re-establish 
our Little Rock depository. In the face of urgent need your com- 
mittee offers the following resolutions: 

First, that the second Sabbath in April 1920, be observed as 
Bible day for our Conference and each pastor with appropriate ser- 
vice, take an offering to re-establish our Little Rock Depository.

Second, because of the vast demands on the American Bible 
I Society for the Word of God in rebuilding the war-devastated world 

i in His name we emphasize this need and endeavor to get life mem- 

bers for the American Bible Society and otherwise get freewill of- 
ferings for this worthy cause. 

Third, that each pastor make his home a small depository of 
the American Bible Society or otherwise arrange for such deposi- 
tories in his pastoral charge. The people can thus have the chance 
of getting God’s Word at cost of publication. We thus bring an 
unspeakable blessing to our people with but little tro^uble and no 
E expense to ourselves. Brother Colquette will fiumish the Bibles 

and the people will soon make a road to such depositories.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



Your Board of Education has given careful consideration to the 
reports and requests referred to us, from the General Board of Edu- 
cation, from the Department of Ministerial Supply and Training, 
from Southern Methodist University, and from our three Colleges. 
All our institutions of learning are full to oiverfloiwing. They are 
emibarrassed by their very success. The increased cost of operating 
them without a ■corresponding increase in income is creating for 
them an exceedingly perplexing problem. 

Never in her history has the Church had greater educational op- 
portunities than now. By every token God is calling His Church 
to gird herself for the largest and finest educational task she has 
ever done, for she cannot play her God-given part in the reconstruc- 
tion of a broken and suffering world without greatly strengthening 
her educational institutions. The educational opportunities lying 
before us cannot be met without spending millions upon our schools, 
colleges, and universities. 

Wo recommend for adoption the following resolutions: 

First. That this Conference her^y pledges its hearty support 
of, and earnest cooperation with the Church-wide, united education- 
al campaign which is now (being organized under the direction of 
the General Board of EJducation and which will begin in May 1920. 

iSecond That our preachers give special attention during the 
year to the matter of laying upon the hearts and minds of the young 
men and women of the Church the obligation to preach the Gos- 
pel and to engage in Missionai'y work and other forms of Christian 
service; and that the authorities of our Colleges see to it that Chris- 
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^ian sei-vice as a life calling is clearly and forcefully presented to 
their students. 

Third. That in recoignition of the fact that one of the great tasks 
of the Church is the supply and equipment of her ministry, we here- 
by declare it to be the policy of this Conference to stand unswerv- 
ingly for an adequately equipped as well as a thoroughly consecrat- 
ed ministry". In carrying out this policy, we propose to be governed, 
where at all practicable, by the following rules. 

1. To admit on trial only those candidates who present the four- 
year High School course required by the General Conference. 

2. To give financial assistance to candidates for admission on 
trial sufficient to enable them to secure the required training. 

3. To encourage by financial assistance and otherwise young 
ministers to secure adequate college and theological training before 
entering the actire ministry. 

4. To s“o to it that candidates educated for the ministry enter 
their pastoral duties immediately after the completion of their 
education. 

5 To discontinue or to locate any undergraduate who shall re- 
main in the same class more than two successive years beginning 
with the Conference of 1919. 

6. To assist undergraduates to pay the fee required by the cor- 
respondence school where necessary. 

Fourth. That the following be elected Trustees of Henderson- 
Brown College: R. B. F. Key, H. C. Couch, T. D. Scott, J. A. Sage, 

and A. Turrentine; and that J. L. Cannon be elected to take the 
place of IVI N. Waldrip, transferred. 

Fifth. That Rev T. D. Scott be elected a Trustee of Hendrix 
College to succeed hin'self for the term ending in 1925. 

Sixth. That Dr. P. C. Fletcher and Mr. J. I. Porter be elected 
Trustees of Galloway College to succeed themselves. 

Seventh. That Rev. J. L. Cannon be elected a Trustee of South- 
ern Methodist University to succeed himself. 

Eighth. That Roy Farr ibe appointed a student in Emory Univers- 
ity and R. E. Fawc<^tt and W. C. Martin, students in the Southern 
Methodist University, and W. J. Clark and H. R. Nabors to Hendrix 
College. 

Ninth. That S. R. Tv/itty be appointed Conference Secretary of 
Education and elected to represent the Conference Board of Educa- 
tion in the Methodist Educational Association. 

Tenth. That the eductional forces of the Church are hereby 
pledged to hearty cooippration with the Centenary Movement in 
carrying out its Evangelistic program for the Conference. 

Eleventh. That the plan to secure funds from our peo»ple with 
which to aid in erecting an Administration Building at a cost of 
$60,000 for Arkansas-Haygood Industrial Memorial College located 
at Pine Bluff is hereby endorsed and Dr. C. C. Neal w'hoi has the 
matter in charge is hereby commended to our preachers and people.

REPORT OF ORPHANAGE BOARD, 



Your Committee on the Orphanage has duly considered the report 
of the Board of Trustees, which is as follows: 

To the Little Rock Conference: 

The work of the Orphanage the past year was one of the best in 
its history, and was such os to make us grateful that we have such 
an Institution. There was less sicknOiss during the year than most 
any year during the existence of the Home. 

At the close of last year, September 30, 1918, we had thirty-four 
children in the Home. We received eighteen children during the 
year and placed twenty-five, leaving in the Home on September 30, 
191i9, twenty-six. During the existence of the Home we have placed 
three hundred fifty-six children. We rejected forty applications for 
children, indicating the care taken Iby the Board in placing children. 
We did not refuse admission to any child coming within our rules. 

Special gifts in money were received .by Brother Thornburgh to 
the amount of $743.84 which makes $40,284.00 collected and 
invested in the property besides the amounts contributed by the 
Conferences. 

The receipts from the Conferences were again short and wholly 
insufficient to support the Institution. Of the $4,000 assumed by 
it, the North Arkansas Conference paid only $2,122.00, leaving unpaid 
$1878, or nearly one-half. The Little Rock Conference did but little 
better ,paj’ing $2,556, leaving $1,444, or a deficit of more than thirty- 
five percent. The total paid by the two Conferences was $4678 
while the expenses were $6,420. We received $648 for board of 
certain children and borrowed the balance. 

We sincerely hope that the collections now coming in on an as- 
sessment of ten thousand dollars will make a better showing. We 
heartily approve the collections for the French Orijhans and every 
other worthy object but we must not in the multitude of these 
calls forget or neglect our own orphans.

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^PERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE 
SOCIAL SERVICE 



Our last general c on^'erence took an important step in regard to 
social service in the formatioin of a commission on that subject 
The Chu^h has always stood tor the right in social service hut ^ 
has not always declared itself in a practical manner “ t^e Chureh 
is to carry out the principles laid down by Jesus Christ, it must man 
;?est an actwe concern ir. the hungry, the sick, the imprisoned and 
the needy and make itse.f felt in the economic conditions m h^ery 
day life. The present day unrest, the labor strikes and race riots 
occur 'because men do not understand each other and ^o not ^1 
with each other by the golden rule. The stortling a«estion of Gain 
too often rings through commercial and civic life and even in social 
life “Am I My Brother’s Keeper?” If the Ghurch aoes not answer 
this question. It will remain unanswered. No Church can be a repre- 
sentative of Jesus Christ which does not accept, preach and practice 

the social doctrines laid down hy him. 

The Canitalist who takes to himself all the lucreased protits oi 
his business can not clain' to be right. Those who help to make t e 
business prosper are entitled to share with him The emrdoyee who 
is unfaithful to his duti' and to his employer and is movrf by a spirit 
of envy and lawlessness is as much to be condemned as the heartie s 
employer. Each has his duty tc the other -and it must 
a sense of brotherhood. The plans laid down by onr Church ffoi 
practical work in social and economic affairs ore such as to give us 
iremendous influence in the righting of the wrongs that exist, ine 
Church must take advantage of its opportunity to reconcile men t 
each other and to level uniiist differences. Quoting one of the m^y 
creat editorials by Dr. Millar in recent issues of the Arkans?,s Metho^ 
dist “The Church a.s the exponent of the principles of Christ has an 
obligation here, not as some vainly argue to line up with laboi% but to 
bold up standards and mediate between conflicting partms. ;n either 
labor nor capital is a)bsolutely right in these contests. The Churen 
cannot identify itself with Capital, because it is often unjust and 
grasping; noi can the Church align itself with Dehor because it is 
often narrow and intolerant. Union laborers hate ‘Scabs but that 
is not Christlike. It is the husine.ss of the Church to teach laborers 
to love even their enemies, and to instruct employers to owe no man 
any^iing except love. Congress and Legislatures should pass pro- 
per laws and ex.^ciitives and courts impartially execute laws, hut the 
Church of Jesus Christ must love and teach men to love.” 



TEMPERANCE 



In temperance affairs wonderful progress has been made within 
a year When this Conference met last year, the 18th Amendment 
was being submitted to the Legislatures of all the states. At that 
time only^ fifteen had acted favonably and this Committee expressed 
the belief that forty-one ‘='tates would ratify the Annendment. Wc 
were not optimistic enough. Forty-five ratified, leaving only three 






and thore three hardly v/crth mentioning. This Amendment for Na-^ 
tional Pronilbition will go into effect Jan. 16th. Congress has made 
liberal provisions for its enforcement and to all aippearances there 
will ibe little opposition to, or violation of, the Law. 

There has been some confusion as to the War Time Prohibition. 
This law was enacted for and during the war and until our armies 
are deniolbilized. There has been a great effort on the part off the 
liquor people to have this law declared at an end, because, as they 
claim, the war is over. They w^ant to get rid of the accummulated 
liquor and if they have only a weeks in which to sell their pro- 
duct Ibefore the 16th of January, they wdll to that extent be happy. 
The President seems to favor giving them that opportunity Ibut Con- 
gress is decidedly opposed to it. AVliat the outcome will be, we can 
not foresee. The U. S. Supreme Court may decide it. At any rate 
the suspension of the law will last for only a short while, if at all, 
and in no event will it effect Arkansas. 

In our own State the Anti-Saloon League has 
done much successsful work, cooperating with the U.^ 

S. Revenue Department, the Department furnishing the 
men and the League furnishing the money to make 

the proof. Many old-time (bootleggers and hardened criminals have 
been brought to iustice, notably several in the last few weeks. The 
management of the League has been such as to keep it running in 
full force and pay a debt of more than $8,000.00 incurred by former 
officials. Tbe League has now a small fund on hand and does not 
owe a dollar. The President of the League gave much attention to 
matters before the Legislature. He prepared the Amendment to the 
Bene Dry Bill, which ib'^ca?ne a law. He also prepared a bill prohibit- 
ing the sale of intoxicating medicated liquors and one to punish 
drunkeness and require the defendant to give the name of the per- 
son from v^hom he bought the liquor. These were both good bills 
but they failed in the House, the Senate favoring both. We recom- 
mend that our relation to the Anti-Saloon *^League be continued and 
that Geo. Thornburggh, A. C. Millar, ,1. H. Glass, W. M. Hayes and 
J. S. Utley be elected to represent this Conference on the State 
League Bc-ird. 



WHAT REMAINS TO BE DONE? 

]\iuch for the glorj’^ of God and the good of humanity. The world 
stands at the threshold of a new era.

No great prob- 
lem which has to do with human welfare can be permanently solved 
by a single nation. The revelations of the recent war were conclus- 
ive on this point.

“No man llveth unto himself” so in this age “No nation liveth unto 
itself.” If this Country is to be safe from the liquor traffic, neigh- 
boring countries must also be made free from it.

1 CONSTITUTION. 



We, Thomas D. iScott, James Thomas, R. W. MicKay, J. A. Sage, 
and L. B. Leigh and our successors, desire to form a corporation, and 
for that purpose do adopt the following constitution : 

First. The name of said corporation shall be. The Board of 
Trustees of the IJ.ttle Rock Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, 

Second. The Object of said corporation shall be to receive, hold 
and administer all moneys, funds and property, real and personal, 
that may from time to time come into its hands by donation, gift, 
devise, bequest, or otherwise, for any of the uses, purposes and 
needs of the Little Rock Conference, particularly funds and prop- 
erty for the use of deceased preachers of said Conference. 

Third. Said Board is authorized to place at interest any and all 
funds that may conie intc its hands for the use and benefit of said 
Conference, and shall make a full and complete report of its acts 
and doings in that behalf to the annual meeting of said Little Rock 
Conference for approval, showing disiposition of the interests and 
funds received provided always, the Board shall carry out the wish- 
es of the donors of said funds or property. 

Fourth. That the vacancies in said Board shall be filled by 
said Little Rock Conference, but in the interim such vacancies may 
be filled (by the remainder of said Board and the persons so ap- 
pointed shall hold unti* the next meeting of said Conference. 

Fifth. That the regular meeting of said Board shall be on the 
first day of the annual session of said Conference, and at the same 
place as the Conference is held. The first meeting shall be on the 
fifth day of March, 1859, at the city of Little Rock, Provided also: 
The President of the Board may call a meeting of the Board when 
deemed necessary.. 

Sixth. That the officers of said Board shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer; who shall ibe elected every two years, 
provided those elected at the first meeting shall hold only until the 
regular annual meetings. 

Seventh. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the

LAY ACTIVITIES. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Conference; 

Dear Fathers, Brothers and 'Sisters; 

Your committee on I. ay Activities would respectfully submit the 
following report ; 

We believe the greatest problems in all of the world’s' history 
are pressing upon the civilization of to-day for solution, and it must 
be through Christian America, that they are to be solved, if solved 
at all. As a preparation for the solution of these questions we be- 
lieve that the Laymen’s Missionary Movement was called into exist- 
ence through the pix)vidence of God. 

To the end that the Laymen may assist more effectively in the 
work of the church, we recommend that the ministers be relieved of 
all the work pertaining to the finances of che church that they may 
be permitted their entire time to study, prayer, and the ministry of 
the Word. 

We suggest that the men of the church be admonished to get 
closer to God; that they re-establish the altars of the fathers and de- 
vote a portion of their time at least once a day in their families in 
reading God’s Word and in family prayer. 

WTiile it may be important to use Bible helps and to read and 
study about the Bible, yet we desire to emphasize the importance of 
the study of the Bible itself. That our people be urged to read the 
fountain of all truth, the Bible, as the basis of all scriptual truth, 
and also urge upon our laymen the importance of patting in the home 
of every Methodist in the Little Rock Conference the Christian Ad- 
vocate, The Arkansas Methodist, the Missionary Voice and the 
Methodist Discipline. 

We believe that a religious service should be held in every 
church, everj’ (Sunday, that the people might assemble themselves 
together for worship at least once a week. And where such services 
can not be held by the preacher in charge or some other minister 
of the Gospel, th.at that duty be assigned to some laymen. Experi- 
ence has taught that this will be a blessing to the congregation and 
more especially a blessing tc the layman who is called to lead. 

We believe that the proper means of raising the money for all 
religious purposes is through the payment of the tithe, and we are 
glad to say that many devout laymen, in recognition of the fact that 
God is our Heavenly father, and that they are His children, are 
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paying to him one tenth of all that He giv ©s to them, and so^ far as 
our knowledge extends, God has blessed temporally and spiritually, 
every man who has given this. Therefore, we recommend it. 

We Ibelieve in the guiding hand of an over-ruling providence 
who directs the destinies of men and of nations, and that the church 
should get closer to God that he may guide us safely through these 
perilous times. Wo earnestly request the presiding elders to set 
aside a day at each district conference for the work of the laymen, 
and to be under the direction of the conference lay leader and the 
district lay leader. 

We nominate Honorable Sam. T. Poe, of the City of Little 
Rock for re-election as cur conference lay leader.

RESOLUTIONS CONCERNING CHAPLAINS AND MINISTRY TO 

ARMY AND NAVY. 



First: The Little Rock Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church, South, hereby records its great appreciation of the heroic 
and self sacrificing spirit of the Ministers of our Church in respond- 
ing to the call of their Church and Country for service as Chaplains 
during the World War. Approximately 4o0 of our preachers 
themselves in this great service. Of these, 350 were approved; 10 
withdrew or declined; 1." failed at the Chaplains Training School; 
58 were a.t the Training School at the time of the signing of the 
Armistice and 114 were actually commissioned during the period of 
the War. Our Church furnished a few more than its full quota, while 
100 approved candidates, besides 58 at Training School, were ready 
for service, showing that our MinistiT was in the highest degree 
loyal and patriotic. 

Second: We would also express appreciation of the great ser- 

vice rendered by Soldier pastors of our Church in the various camps 
of this Country and by our men who served the Y. M. C. A. in various 
capacities, both in the camps of this Country and Overseas. 

Third: It is a matter of gratification to us as a Church that with- 
out exception our men as Chaplains, Soldier Pastors, and Y. M. G. A. 
Workers made record, second to none of those engaged in this 
great service. Whether in the Camps of this Conntry, or at the 
front, these nien were busy to a degree seemingly beyond the power 
♦ of man. They considered no sacrifice too great, and no servic© 

too hard to render in behalf of the men committed to their care. Our 
Chaplains at the front faced fire as heroically as the men them- 
selves and no record of the valor and heroism of our men will be 
more glorious than that of the Chaplains, who stood by them all the 
way over and back again Not one of our Chaplains has brought re- 
proach, either upon the purity or virile manhood of the Ministry. As 
a result of service during the World War the Chaplain has a new 
prestige and power in the United States Army. 

Fourth: While one of our Chaplains, Wilbur S'. iSewell, of Geor- 
gia, was killed in action, and one, Frank N. Rye, of Texas, died while 
in training, we rejoice that no other fatalities befell our men and 
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that all have returned bringing as an added asset their experience in 
the Chaplaincy to Regular lines of servioe. 

Fifth: We heartily approve the forward step proposed by the 
War Department in the Department of Education and Recreation 
for training the men of the Army in education and morals, and we 
rejoice that in this program they are proposing a vital relationship 
for Chaplains in distinctively religious education. 

Sixth* While rejoicing at the recognition the War and* Navy 
Departments seem now disposed to give to the place and power of 
Chaplains in the Army and Nav>*, we wooild urge the necessity ot 
such recognition being enacted as law by the Congress of the United 
States. 

We note that a Bill prepared Iby the Committee on Army and 
Navy Chaplains of the Federal Council of Churches of America, em- 
bod^ng the real needs of the Chaplains iSem4ce in the United States 
Army, has been introduced into the Senate by Senator Capper, S. No. 
3351, and in the House (by Congressman Hull, H. R. No. 10,477. The 
main points of this (bill are: First: a Chaplains Corps; Second, one 
Chaplain for each 1200 commissioned officers and enlisted men; 
Third, Chaplains to have rank, pay and allowances as follows: 5 
per cent Colonel: 10 per cent Lieutenant Colonel; 15 per cent Cap- 
tain; 25 per cent First Lieutenant; Fourth, the age limit of men 
eligible for Chaplaincy to be 35 years, with two years provisional 
service, except that any clergyman, who served during the World 
War in the Army of the United States, shall Ibe eligible on his Army 
record. 

We believe such legislation to be a proper recognition of the 
Chaplain’s place in the United States Army and that only through 
such legislation can the Chaplains efficiently carry on their great 
Spiritual Ministry. 

Seventh: We would urge that our Congressmen and iSenators 

be informed of our approval of the Bill, above mentioned, norw before 
the iSenate a,nd House of the United States; and that they be re- 
quested to support this legislation, either as introduced in the Bill or 
by including its provisions in the General Army Reorganization Bill. 

Eighth: We would exipress the hope that our own Church, in 

common with all the Churches, shall not again lapse into the atti- 
tude of indifference to the religious welfare of the enlisted men and 
officers in the United States Army and Navy, as was too generally 
the lease before the World War, but shall develop and maintain vital 
interest in all proper efforts for r'ellgious and moral training of the 
men of the Army and Navy and lend all possible assistance to the 
Chaplains m their ministry.

M. B. CORiRIQAN. 

Michael Beresford Corrigan was bom Novemiber 19, 
lo54, in Dublin, Ireland. His father was Sir Dominec Cor- 
rigan, a famous doctor and physcician to the queen. His 
father being a physician, the son naturally inclined to 
medicine. He was given the best opiportunities in the 
schools of his day. After completing the medical course in 
Queen’s College, Dublin, he did post-graduate work in the 
College of Royal Surgeons in Edinburgh, one of the most 
important schools of its kind in that day. 

After graduation, he entered the military service and 
w.^s three years with the English army in India, several 
years in South Africa, attaining to the rank of Major in the 
medical corps at the age of thirty-one. In India, he had the 
distiniction oif serving with Lord Roberts and in Africa with 
Lord Kitchener, two of the most popular military idols of 
the empire. Following his service in Africa, he trans- 
ferred to the navy and completed ten years os a naval sur- 
geon; and, in that period, touched at nearly every import- 
ant port in the world. Thus, to his unusual endowments 
were added unusual oipportunities. 

Resigning from the military service, Dr. Corrigan came 
to America, and into Arkansas in 1884. He was converted 
and yielded to the irresistable call to preach and entered 
the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
the White River Conference. His first appointment was 
the Kentucky Valley Circuit, one of the poorest in the con- 
ference. where he had to supplement his salary by the prac- 
tice of medicine; but he had unusual abilities for his minis- 
terial calling, as he had for his medical profession, and 
soon rose to the best pulpits in the conference. 

In the fall of 1897 he was transferred to the Little Rock 
Conference and stationed at Camden where he served 
through the years 1898, 1899. 1900, and 1901. That fall the 
bishop transferred him to the T..a. Conference, but he could 
not go and remained at Camden in the practice of medicine. 
In the fall of 1902 he was appointed to Monticello where he 
served four years. He was next appointed to Central Avenue 
in Hot Slpiing.s where he remained through 1907 and 1908 
and built the new church. Through 1909 and 1910 he was 
engaged in the effort to build a Methodist Hospital in Hot 
Springs, but did net succeed. He was given a nominal ap- 
pointment as junior preacher at Monticello where he gave 
himself mainly to the practice of medicine In 1912 he was 
appointed to Hope, but could not go on account of business 
entanglements. Tn 1918 he was granted the supernumerary 
relation which he sustained one year. In 1914 he was ap- 
pointed to Hamburg, but was still embarrassed in a busi- 
ness way and cciild not accept the apiK>intment. In 1915 he 
was appointed to the Cbllins circuit which he could serve 
from his home in Monticello, and there he was closing a 
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quadrenniuni wh6n li6 was transferred to the church tnum* 
phant on the morning of October 24, 1919. 

Dr. Corrigan loved both his profession and- his callmg 
so much that he could never give up the one for the other; 
and his unusual abilities were proved Iby his success in 
both. He was a great physician, and he ff™ 

preacher; but he was still greater as a man. He had liveU 
in »nticello thirteen years, and the unanimous testimony 
there is that he was the greatest citizen who has ever lived 
in that community. He was rugged, strong, fearless, inde- 
pendent, stem, honest, conscientious, vigorous, energetic, 
tender, sympathetic, joyous, loving, brotherly— the '^tt®r 
known the better loved He loved his church and his breth- 
ren in the ministry'. He was misunderstood only by those 
far from him. Those who were near him and understood 
could not be severe in criticism. He loved the people of 
Monticello. and they feel honored to be privileged to keep 

his dust. -r^. X 4 . A 

Dr. Corrigan was thrice married. First, to Anna 

Harris, Gadsden, Tenn. To them were born Bryan and 
Robert, now living in Oklahoma City. Second, to Annie B. 
Ellis, of Memphis, Tenn. To them was born Ruth, also m 
Oklahoma City. Third, to RCsa Bell Leake of Junction 
City, Ark. T^'^ them was born Jean who is with her mother 
in the broken home. 

To his dear ones his conference gives assurance of the 
high esteem in which Dr. orrigan was held We will cherish 
ris memory and hold upon our hearts the wife and children 
he has left.

Mrs. Kate Butler and Jesse M. Colburn survive her, 
and out of her father’s family of nine children, one sister, 
Mrs. Rebecca J. Colburn, now eighty-five years old, of Mal- 
vern. Arkansas. Her grand-father, Nimrod Tackett, a 
Frenchman came to this country with General Lafayette. 
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On her mother’s side she was related to Chas. Carroll, sign- 
er of the Declaration, of Independence • At the age olf six- 
teen, moving from Virginia to Missouri, she aioceipted a po- 
stion in Shawnee Mission School as teacher. iShe was mar- 
ried to Dr. Colfburn by Rev. Jesse Gr^n of blessed memory 
in Missouri Methodism. She was a, member of Dr.- C. C. 
Selecman’s church of Los Angeles, Cal., for many years. 

She has entered into the higher and purer life and has 
heard the Father’s plaudit, “Well done, good and faithful 
servant; enter thou into the joy oi thy Lord.” 



REV. WILLIAM J. DAVIS. 

Rev. V/illiani J. Davis was bom in Oak Bower, Chamb- 
ers County, Alalbama, April 9, 1888. His parents moved to 
Union County, Ga., settling near Thomasson. In 18'54 they 
moved to Arkansas and settled in Columbia County, seven 
miles north of Magnolia. In 18.^8 he went to Atlanta, Ark- 
ansas, and began to study medicine under Dr. Joel Turren- 
tine A great revival was held in Atlanta that summer, in 
which many were converted, many reclaimed, many revived 
He was greatly revived and yielded to the call to preach. 
At the Fourth Quarterly Conference he was duly licensed 
and recommended for admission on trial to the traveling 
connection Tie was received into the Ouachita Conference 
at Monticello in a few days and was sent as Junior Preach- 
er to Princeton Circuit under Brother Kennedy and preach- 
ed his first sermon at INlann’s Schoolhoi^se. He was ap- 
pointed Chaplain of a Confederate regiment in the fall of 
1861, which position he held during the Civil War. In 1865 
he was appointed to Cross Plains Circuit in the North Ala- 
bama Conference, where he did a few years’ successful 
work as a traveling preacher and then was transferred back 
to h's home Conference, now the Little Rock Conference. 
Here he labored until put on the retired list in 1900. Since 
then he has made his home atAntoine, Arkansas, where he 
died March 14, 1919. He was buried there March 15. The 
ministers taking part in the service were D. D. Warlick, J. 
J. Colson (the pastor), C. A. Kizziah and T. M. Armstrong 
He leaves a wife and nine children. A large crowd of peo- 
ple in all walks of life were present, and by invitatioo 
scores of hands were raised attesting that he married cer- 
tain ones or buried their dead, or caime into their homes 
and ministered in time of need. 

Brother Davis was a strong preacher, sound in doctrine, 
strong in faith, acceptable to the people. The church al- 
ways received him gladly, and, better still, he went willing- 
ly to his appointments. He ne ver complained. He was no 
place-seeker nor w’^i re-puller. He was an ideal Methodist 
Preacher. He envied no man. He coveted no man’s ap- 






pointment. He left no debts unpaid. He was at church 
iSjnday morning and was taken sick at church, eame home 
and died Friday night. Among the last things he did while 
at himself he sang, “I Am Going Home,” “The Home of the 
iS'Cul,” “How Blessed Are Souls that Wander There.”

MRS. CHARLES JEROME GREENE. 

Eulla, daughter of Joseph C. and Pemelia (Fawlkes) 
Pettus was bom in Okolona, Arkansas, May 31, 1866, and 
died at her home in Conway, Arkansas, July 7, 1919. 

She was married to Rev. Charles Jerc»me Greene June 
29, 1892. Three children were bom to their union; Verna 
J., the eldest, was drommed when swimming in the Ouachita 
river, near Arkadelphia, when about sixteen years af age*. 
Ruby, a lovely daughter, died of cancer when albout ten 
years of age; Charles Jerome, Jr., eight years of age, is 
still living. 

By birth and training Mrs. Greene was most richl.v 
endowed. Some of the best blood of the South flowed in 
her veins and she inherited many of the fine iraits of char- 
acter which belonged to her honored father and mother. 
She was educated in the Pulblic Schools and in the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas. Her course in the University was cut 
short by the death of her mother which made it necessary 
for her to assoimo the care of her father and the home. iShe 
continued, howe 'er. to be a careful aud constant student of 
the best literature, both current and classic, and became an 
exceptionally well informed woman. She not only possess- 
ed a rich store of knowledge but, better still, a trained 
nuncl and a cultured soul. 

She was a woman of strong convictions, lofty ideals 
and dauntless moral couraige. She abhorred hypocrisy, con- 
ceit and im'purity of every kind, but she had unmeasured 
respect for the aristocracyof character wherever found. 
She war so frank and outspoken in her views that people 
sometimes made the mistake of thinking she was unkind. 
But those who knew her better know that her heart was 
full of ■ kindness and that her charity was exceptionally 
broad. One of the last conscious acts of her life was to 
plead for a delinouent boy, and the erring and unfortunate 
were always the objects of her sym'pathetic hegard.

He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop C. B. Galloway, December 12, 11886 at Hot 
Springs.^ He was ordained Elder by'Bishoip J. S. Key No- 
vember 25, 1888i and senved the following charges:

1903; Jansen Circuit 1904; Ben Lomond Circuit 1905; Win- 
throp Circuit 1906-7-8; Foreman Circuit 1909; Horatio Cir- 
cut 1910^11-12-13; Arkadelphia Circuit 1914-16; Mineral 
Springs Circuit 1916-17 ; Kingsland 1918. 

iSuiperannuated at Hot Springs in Decemiber 1918. He 
moved immediately to Arkadelphia to finish the educa;tion 
of the children. Through the kindness of Brother J. D. 
Dunn and the Hartsville people he was given the use of 
their parsonage near Arkadelphia. Here he fell asleep Sat- 
urday February 1.

MRS. W. C. HILLIARD. 

Mrs. Johnnie (Blackwell) Hilliard was born July 9, 
1863, near Double Wells in Jefferson County, Arkansas. 
She joined the Methodist Church in childhood. She was 
manned to W. C. Hilliard December 17, 1885. In the fall of 
1890 her huslband joined the I-ittle Rock Conference, and 
from that time until her death she shared the fortunes of 




an itinerant Methodist preacher. She was religious in her 
home, a regular and devout attendant at church, and sup- 
ported by beautiful living the earnest ministry of her hus- 
band. 'Sho became the mother of eleven children. Econo- 
mical, prudent, patient, loving, she was a gracious mother 
to her children and always made • a good home for her 
family. Her parsonage home was never too full of her own 
to exclude the visitor; but guests were always welcomed 
a,nd enjoyed her sincere hospitality. 

Her life was unusually full of care, toil, suffering, and 
tragedy: but care did not corrode her soul, toil did not en- 
slave her, suffering did not embitter her life, and tragedy 
did not drive her to despair. For nearly twenty years, in 
the privacy o^ her home, she carried in her arms and upon 
her mind and upon her heart an unresponsive charge that 
only the most intimate friends ever saw. All the reward of 
that unmeasured service, sacrifice, and suffering is reserv- 
ed until in heaven he awakes to the meaning of mother and 
rises up to call her blessed. 

If her life was full of tragedy her death was full of vic- 
tory. For a year her health gradually declined. She saw 
the city from afar. iShe talked freely of her departure and 
was not afraid. She was permitted to give directions for 
her funeral and her burial, and to receive assurances that 
her wishes should be carried out. iShe had just left El 
Dorado after a residence of four years. The people there 
had loved her and sustained her through one of the trage- 
d*es of her life; and she wished to make her grave among 
them. 

'She had lived in Camden only a feas’^ weeks, and they 
were weeks of waiting and looking for release. On Mk,rch 
4, 1919, she left the parsonage for the country of many man- 
sions. The funeral service was held in the church at El 
Dorado, and was attended hy a large number of friends. 
We buried her body in the family lot alongside the grave 
of her Walter, whom we had laid away just four years be- 
fore. 

Resting from her labors, casting all her care upon 
Jesus, and set free from her broken body, she has passed 
from us. a triumph for the grace of God. In that soul pa- 
tience had her perfect work. She let God make her. Some- 
times there were outcries under the sharp strokes of the 
divine sculptor, but there was never any rebellion nor 
breaking. She believed that all the chastening of the 
Lord had in it the design of love. Few have suffered 
more than Sister Hilliard, and few have kept closer at 
Jesus’ fee.

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REV. A. M. ROBERTSON. 



Alonzo M., son of George W. and MS-iy Franoes Win- 
field Ro)>ertson, was l)om in Oxford, Miss., August 26, 18i51. 
and died at his homo in Texarkana, Ark., April 17, 1919. 
Brother Robertson was a lad only nine years Of age when 
our country was -plunged into civil war. The property of 
his people was largely reduced by that day of blood and fire, 
so that not even boyhood presented a very pleasing materi- 
al prospect. But in spite of these uninviting conditions, 
y:>uiig Robertson obtained the best school advantages, both 
in common school and in the university of his state, that 
the .South had to offer at the time. He graduated from the 
University of Mississippi only a few years (behind the class- 
es of the late Bishop Chas. B. Galloway, and ex^Governor 
Sbands. He then took graduate work in Theology in Van- 
derbilt Universicy. This was in the days olf Thomas O. 
Summers. J. J. Tigert and John C. Granlberry — names that 
will ever live. 

Brother Robertson literally grew up in the church, 
formally assuming its vows while yet a boy. It could not 
be otherwise with a Winfield for a mother. He was a cre- 
dit to the Church. 

In 1882 the name of A. M. Robertson appears on the 
Minutes of the Little Rock Annual Conference for the first 
time. For thirty-seven years he held his place, answering 
to rolbcall each year, and passing the inspection both of 
character and administration. There was never a suspicion 
against him. His life was so clean, his motives so pure, and 
his character so unselfish, that he had long since become 
first in the hearts of all good people who knew him. 

He was first appointed to Washington charge, and 
served one year. But at that time our countiy’s one crying 
need was adequate schools. Competent teachers were few. 
A training school was established by the Methodist Church 
in Bingen, Ark. A. M. Robertson was the only man we 
had at that time who was specially prepared for such a 
task that, after one year in the pastorate, he was ap- 
pointed president of our training school at Bingen, which 
place he filled fer three years. 

.Alfter this he taught for three years longer in a private 
s -hool at Okolona, Ark. His work in the school room was 
as satisfactory as it was everywhere else. He gathered 
about him some of the brightest minds and choicest spirits 
of 8 11 the walks of life. Judge Carter, of Texarkana, and 
Doctor Hutchinson of tSt, Luke’s Church, Oklahoma City, 
are examples of the many men who received their educa- 
tional impulse from the life and teaching of A. M. Robert- 
son. 

But Brother Robertson had something better to teach 
than Mathematics, and the like. Moreover, the public 
schools of the state were rapidly obviating the need of pri- 
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vately owned training schools. So that after six years of 
eminently satisfactory work in the school rooms he was ap- 
pointed to Dumas charge in the fall of 1889, and served one 
year. From chence he was moved to Lookesburg and serv- 
ed four yeKrs. Thence to Rison. and served one year; thence 
to Third Street, Hot Springs, three years ; thence to 'Lewis- 
ville and Stamps, three years; thence to WiJmar, one year; 
thence to Washington again, and served one year; thence to 
Ashdown, two years; thence to DeValls’ Bluff, two years, 
thence to Wilmar again, one year; thence. to Park Avenue. 
Hot Springs, four years; thence to Sheridan one year; 
thence to the Orphanage as superintendent, one year: 
therce to College Hill, Texarkana, four months; thence he 
was called to some big charge in the skies, where, with his 
uncle, A. R. V/iufield, John Wesley and Paul he ministers 
today as grand as any of them all.

REV. JOHN R. SANDERS. 

John Robert Sanders was born near Arkadelphia, Ark- 
ansas, June 18, 1850, and died at the home of his son in 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas, December 3, 1918. 

He was married to Miss Mary Ellen Bump in the city 
of Little Rock January 20, 1870. His wife, who is still liv- 
ing, is a daughter of Rev. W. H. Bump, who was one of the 
pioneer Methodist preachers of our state, a Conference 
class mate of Dr Andrew Hunter, and one of the early pas- 
tors of the fir.«?t .Methodist Church organized in what is now 
the city of Little Rock. Six children were born to this un- 
ion, one of whom died in infancy. The five living chil- 
dren are, W. B. and John R., Jr., of Pine Bluff; Alonzo, of 
Hope; Mrs. Frankie Sanders Bridges of Texarkana, and 
Mrs Fannie S'anders Crandel of Carlisle, Arkansas. 

While he was deepl 5 ' and truly religious from his in- 
fancy, yet he never became conscious oT his acceptance 
with God until he was some fifteen or sixteen years of age, 
when, kneeling as a penitent at the altar of the old First 
Methodist Church in Little Rock during a revival meeting 
conducted by the lamented Dr. Andrew Hunter, he entered 
into a joyous and blessed experience of salvation through 
faith in Jesus Christ, after which he at once united with 
the church and soon became a very active Christian worker. 

He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference 
of his church In 1875 and for several years he was a very 
efficient and useful local preacher. About this time he left 
Little Rock and returned to Arkadelphia where he became 
associated with the late Capt. Adam Clark in the ownership 
and editorial management of the Arkadelphia Standard, one 
of the oldest and best known County papers in the state. 
If h^ had cenforred with flesh and blood he would doubt- 





cative years he continued an honored and beloved mem!ber 
of that body. Thirty-one years were sipent in the regular 
pastorate, durinsr which time he served the following 
charges Locksbii.rg, iWashington, Center Point, Warren, 
Magnolia, Fordyce, Malvert, Avenue, iHot Springs; River- 
side, Pine Bluff; Hope, Mena, Fairview, Texarkana; Texar- 
kana, Junction City, Lewisville, 'Macon, and Carlisle. Two 
years were spent as Chaplain of the State Penitentiary, 
and the last four years of his life in what he frequently 
ca.lled the hardest place he had ever filled— the place of the 
Superannuate. 

He was pre-eminently successful and happy in the work 
of the pastorate. He had the shepherds heart and the p^- 
plc whom he served were never slow in recognizing in him 
a true and tendei shepherd of the flock of Christ. He seem- 
ed to be almost the incarnation of goodness, purity and 
love. He loved the people whom he served and Was loved 
by them always. He loved his brethren of the Conference 
with a love that was whole-hearted and true and he was 
loved by them as few men were loved. He was incapable of 
naiUT'wness, jeolousy or deceit. One could not be associat- 
ed with him witnout being often reminded of the Master’s 
expression concerning Nathaniel. “An Israelite indeed, in 
whom is no guile.” 

His work as the Chaplain of the Penitentiary was em- 
inently satisfactory. The unfortunate inmates of that insti- 
tution w^ere rebuked by the manifest purity of his life and 
comforted by the depth and tenderness of his Christ like 
sympathy and compassion for sinful men. The love and re- 
sipect which many of those hardened men manifested for 
their Chaplain was most beautiful to behold, and through 
his faithful preaching and holy living, many of those men 
were led to saving faith in the Saviour of sinners. 

The four years which he spent as a superannuate were 
full of bodily suffering, yet he bore his afflictions with 
great patience and maintained that same sweet, sunny 
spirit which had characterized him during the years of his 
active ministry. 

As the time for the meeting of the Annual Conference 
in the session of 1918 drew near he frequently expressed his 
earnest desire to attend and answer once more to his name 
at roll call, as he had not failed to do in thirty-seven years 




but 3’ust about the hour the roll of his conference was being 
called in the opening session at Hot (Springs his name was 
called m Heaven. Can we even imagine with what joy 
and gladness he answered, “Here,” and entered u(pon the 
higher ministeries and Into the holier, sweeter fellowships 
of the eternal world. May we who knew and loved him 
cherish the memory of his beautiful and holy life, and meet 
him at last in our Father’s house !
